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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The applicant's amendment filed 5/15/09 has been received. Claims 1-3, 5-1 1 , 
13-19, 21-26, 28-34, 36-42, 45-49, and 52-53 are pending in the application. Claims 4, 
12, 20, 27, 35, 43-44, 50-51, 54-92 have been canceled. 

2. Claims 1 -3, 5-11,1 3-1 9, 21 -26, 28-34, 36-42, 45-49, and 52-53 are allowable 
over the prior art of record. 

3. The reissue oath/declaration filed 2/9/07 with this application is defective 
because it fails to identify at least one error which is relied upon to support the reissue 
application. See 37 CFR 1 .175(a)(1) and MPEP § 1414. The Supplemental declaration 
filed 2/9/07 does not specify an error. It appears that the only error that reissue 
application desires to correct is corrected by the presentation of claims that are all 
narrower than one or more broader patent claims (the original independent claims 
1,7,8,1 7,23,24,30,31 ,40,and 47 was modified in the amendment, dated 2/11/08 to 
include limitations of canceled dependent claims). Thus, the specific error should state 
that the error relied upon in the reissued oath/declaration is correcting the error of 
claiming "more than" the patentee had a right to claim; see MPEP 1402. 

4. Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
